Mr. Bailey urged that as the Dill read | 
it was the right of the carrier to go into 
any Federal court through whose juris- 
diction the road ran and appeal for a re- 
view of a new rate, Without opprobri- 
ously characterizing Federal Judges, he 
said this was a provision so broad that! 
the railroads could search the length and 
breadth of the land for a Judge who 
would take the view, no doubt honestly, | 


that the carrier had been unconstitution- | 
ally deprived of his rights. 

He thought an amendment prepared by | 
Senaotr Spooner of which many Senators | 
have knowledge was strong enough to/| 
meet the demands in this respect. Sen- | 
ator Spooner sat gravely listening, and, | 
sphinxlike, did not vouchsafe a word of 
enlightenment. 

Mr. Tillman, who had been nervously 
listening to the debate, cut the whole dis- 
eussion short with his crack of the whip 
about the courts. Silence followed in the 
Chamber among Senators, but in one cor- 
ner of the gallery applause broke out, 
which no one rebuked. 

It is understood that Senator Tillman 
will insist that the court review amend- 
ment that the Democrats deem necessar 
shall be framed so strong that ‘there shail 
be no interlocutory decrees, and the new 
rate shall be put in force at once. He has 
asked Senator Bailey to draw such an 
amendment, and the Texas Senator is at 
work on the task. 

Mr. Tillman wants the penalty of $5,000 
a day for violation of the new rate to run 
from the first act of violation. He wants 
the penalty to operate as a deterrent so 
that the railroad companies will not go 
into court on the pretext that new rates 
are confiscatory and try to wear out the 
patience of shippers. In a suit, if the road 
hould_ win, the penalty would be paid 
ack. If it should lose it would be heavily

CHURCH ISSUE FORCED 


Cabinet’s Resignation Accepted 
by President Fallieres. 


INVENTORIES ARE SUSPENDED 


Socialists Combine with Clericals and 
Nationalists to Defeat Premier Rou- 
vier, Who Expresses Satisfaction. 


PARIS, March 7.—Entirely unexpectedly 
the Rouvier Ministry was defeated in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-night, and imme- 
diately resigned. This action caused a 
profound sensation. 

The Cabinet crisis comes at a most dra- 
matic moment, when the Franco-German 
contest has reached a decisive stage, and 


may exert an important adverse influence 
on the Algeciras conference and on Eu- 
ropean affairs. 


The defeat of the Government was the | 


upshot of a comparatively minor debate 
over the church disorders. The Govern- 
ment succeeded in holding only 234 votes, 
while the various elements in opposition— 
Clericals, Socialists, and Nationalists— 
united and polled 267 votes, thus placing 
the Ministry in a minority of 33. 

Premier Rouvier, with all of his col- 
leagues, immediately went to the Foreign 
Office, where a joint letter of resignation 
was prepared. Later M. Rouvier presented 
this letter to President Falliéres, who ac- 
cepted the resignations. The President 
announced his intention of consulting the 
Presidents of the.Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies to-morrow relative to the forma- 
tion of a new Cabinet. 

The debate in the Chamber of Deputies 
was upon the riot yesterday during the in- 
ventory of a church in the village of Boes- 
chépe, resulting in the death of a mani- 
festant. Various orators severely criti- 
cised the Government’s course, asserting 
that it threatened to bring about a re- 
ligious warfare. Premier Rouvier re- 
sponded: 

“The Government's duty is to apply the 
law. It will apply it without weakness, 
but also with the prudence, tact, and wis- 
dom consistent with public tranquillity. 1 
ask the adoption of a resolution approving 
these declarations of the Government.” 

The resolution was put to a vote and 
defeated. The result was more expressive 
of personal antagonism to the Ministry 
than of opposition to church inventories. 

Having returned from presenting to 
President Falliéres the resignation of the 
Ministry, M. Rouvier was surrounded in 
the lobbies of the Chamber of Deputies 
by groups of members who expressed 
their regret at his abandonment of office. 
M. Rouvier displayed not the slightest 
emotion. Replying to one of his follow- 
ers he remarked: 

“IT regarded it as a point of honor to 
fulfill the task I had undertaken. The 
Chamber's vote- has relieved me of a 
burden the weight of which had begun to 
make itself felt. I do not regret it.’’ 

Responding to the declaration of an- 
other Deputy that he might have car- 
ried opinion with him, M. Rouvier said: 

“I should have received 350 votes had 
I declared for more vigorous action, but 
the sentiment of the Chamber was 
against the Cabinet's remaining in office 
until the election and the struggle would 
have begun again. It was better to finish 
immediately.” « 

The meeting of the members of the 
Cabinet at the Foreign Office lasted half 
After exchanging views with 
reference to church inventories it was de- 
cided to suspend operations In that di- 
rection until a new Cabinet has been ap- 
pointed. The decision resulted from a 
disparity of the opinions expressed in the 
Chamber of Deputies relative to the

The 
promulgation of regulations, however, 
will occur in the ordinary course, as 
specific dates therefor are laid down in 
the bill. 


BERLIN, March 7.—The fall of M. Rou- 
vier awakens certain misgivings here lest 
it should lead to a resumption of the for- 
eign policy of M. Delcassé. It is pointed 
out that the majority against M. Rouvier 
was composed chiefly of Nattonalists who 
denounced as treasonable the attitude of 
the element whose opposition to M. Del- 
cassé led to his resignation. 

Much curiosity and some anxiety is in- 
dulged in respecting the effect of a change 
in the Government on the Algeciras con- 
ference, and it is feared that fresh com- 
plications will follow or that at least there 


will be a period of uncertainty and delay 
in the proceedings. 


Foreign Minister Delcassé resigned on 
June 7 last. In submitting his resignation 
he said that he recognized that differences 
of view had arisen between himself and 
his colleagues relative to the foreign pol- 
icy of France, particularly concerning the 
negotiations with Morocco.

Utilities Champion Elected 
Mayor of Seattle by 15 Votes.

SEATTLE, Washington, March 7.— 
William Hickman Moore, Municipal Own- 
ership candidate for Mayor, was elected 
yesterday on a platform pledged to mu- 
nicipal ownership of public utilities, by 
a majority of 15. The vote was: Moore, 
8,490; Riplinger, 8,475. 

Seattle is nominally Republican by 3,500, 
and has always, since its foundation, had 
a Republican Mayor. Moore proposes to 
bulla in outlying sections of the city a 
street car system to meet the present 
system owned by Stone & Webster of 
Boston. 

The charter amendment submitted to 
the voters providing that no franchise 
for street car purposes shall be granted 
in the future that does not contain a 
clause providing that the city have joint 
use of the tracks on payment of half the 
cost of construction and maintenance 
and also containing a provision for ac- 
quisition of the line in entirety by the 
city at any time it sees fit, was carried 
by a large majority. The cost is to be 
fixed by a board of arbitration.

He Wires His Wife That He Is Not 
Seriously Ill.

PITTSBURG, March 7.—Private advices 


received here to-night report that Charles 
M. Schwab, while ill, is not in a serious 


condition. 
From Kansas City direct communica- 


tion was established late this evening 
with Mr. Schwab's train, with instruction 
to the railroad men to ascertain his 
exact condition. The conductor of the 
train replied that Mr. Schwab was not 
dangerously ill, and that his condition 
was improving. A telegram had also been 
sent by Mr. Schwab himself to his wife, 
in New York, which stated that he was 
not seriously sick. 

Mr. Schwab contracted his cold while 
making a trip from Tonopah to Bull Frog, 
Nevada. After spending the Winter in 
the mild Eastern climate, Mr. Schwab ar- 
rived in Tonopah in the midst of a fierce 
blizzard. He made the sixty-mile run to 
Bull Frog in an open automobile, and 
immediately afterward entered the damp 
mines. When he came out he was seized 
with a violent chill, which soon devel- 
oped into a very heavy cold. 


Reports from the southwest to the ef- 
fect that Charles M. Schwab was serious- 
ly ill were denied almost as soon as they 
reached New York. 

At the office of his secretary, Oliver 
Wren, 111 Broadway, it was said that 
Mr. Schwab was slightly indisposed when 
he left Los Angeles, but that the indis- 
position was not at all serious. , 

Dr. W. R. Ward is with the party. 
A dispatch received from him at 8:15 
o’clock last night, dated Tucumcari, N. 
M., said: ‘Mr. Schwab somewhat indis- 
posed in Los Angeles, but illness of slight 
significance. En route to-day, feeling 
much better.” 


HODGINS CLEANING HOUSE. 


Twenty-two Policemen Transferred— 
Half Tenderloin Force Changed. 


Things are happening daily to confirm 
last week's rumor that Capt. Hodgins, 
the new ruler of the Tenderloin, not only 
intends to make over the old force from 
bottom up, but that he has Inspector 
Schmittberger and Commissioner Bing- 
ham with him in the idea. 

A few days after Hodgins came up from 
Mercer Street five Sergeants, two or 
three Roundsmen and practically all the 
old plainclothes men were sent away. 
The new men came primarily from Mer- 
cer Street, and had been with Hodgins 
in other precincts. The new Captain 
even got one of his old doormen from 
Mercer Street. 

Then the patrol force began to move 
to other stations, their places being taken 
by policemen who had worked under 
Hodgins before. For four or five days 
Hodgins has beén Acting Inspector in 
place of Schmittberger. 

Yesterday twenty-two policemen were 
transferred from the Tenderloin Station 
and more than half the men assigned 
to fill the Tenderloin vacancies came 
from the Mercer Street Station. Most 
of the men sent away were old-timers 
in the White Light District. 

No such wholesale transfer from the 


Tenderloin has been known for years. 
Already nearly one-half of the old force 
has been bot rid of. 


AGREEMENT ON | WATER BILL. 


Compromise Gives City Entrance to 
Catskills—UIster Satisfied.

ALBANY,March 7.—The Fowler Omnibus 
Compromise Water bill, the main object of 
which is to protect Ulster County inter- 
ests while at the same time giving New 
York City rights to extend its water sys- 
tem to and about the Caskills, will be re- 
ported favorably to-morrow by the 
Assembly Committee on Electricity, Gas, 
and Water Supply. 

At the hearing to-day before Chairman 
Agnew’s committee, the bill was declared 
to be satisfactory to New York, Ulster 
County, and to the State Water Commis- 
sion. 

Assistant Corporation Counsels Guy and 
Sterling appeared on behalf of New York 
City. 

“There are some things about this 
bill,"" said Mr. Guy, “that are not just 
what New York City wants. One of these 
is the provision that New York City 
must pay for indirect damages. But, in 
view of the fact that we are going into 
another county, the question of indirect 
damages may be justified. I can say, 
however, that the city administration will 
not oppose this bill.” 


CANADA EXPELS OUR SILVER. 


Neat Trick Whereby Uncle Sam Pays 
the Canadian Piper.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 7.—The 
sweep of Américan silver from Canada 
has begun. All over the Dominion the 
banks are collecting American silver 
money and shipping it to Montreal, 
whence it is being sent to Washington 
and there exchanged for gold. 

The removal of American silver from 
Canada will be a g00d thing for the 
banks and profitable to the Government, 
The banks will be paid three-eighths of 1 
per cent. for collecting it, and the Gov- 
ernment will bear all transportation 
charges, It is estimated the Government 
will clear at least half a million dollars. 

It is calculated that at the present time 
there is half a million dollars’ worth of 
United States silver circulating in Can- 
ada, and when it is removed Canadian 
coin will take its place. The difference 
in value between the bullion in a coin 
and its face value is about 55 per cent., 
so the Government will reap a profit of 
about 50 cents on every 50-céent plece, 25 
on the American coin, and 25 on its own 
coin issued to replace the American 
money. 

In many portions of the Canadian 
Northwest discounts as high as 20 and 25 
per cent. are charged on American silver. 
Nickels and coppers are wholly refused.

The Montreal express was due in 
minutes on a sharp curve, and a brake- 
man, according to the regulations, was 
hurried back along the line to flag it. The 
engineer of the express could not see the 
flag at any distance, but, as soon as he 
did, put on the brakes. 

The speed was reduced, but it was im- 
possible to stop the train before the en- 
gine of the Montreal train hit the rear 
car of the Rutland, driving it into the 
one just ahead and telescoping it. 

The floor of one car was driven over 


that of the other for about fifteen feet. 
Between them Gertrude Esmond, 16 
years of age, the daughter of a farmer of 
Gansevoort, was caught and killed in- 
stantly. Her mother was aiso on the 
train, and was so badly crushed that at 
a late hour to-night it was stated at the 
hospital that she can hardly live till 
morning. 

Frank Sindecuse of Buffalo, a travelling 
salesman, was taken out alive from the 
wreck. His arm was badly crushed and 
he suffered so severly from shock that 
he died in the hospital at 9:80 o’clock. 
Frank Cardes of Albany, an Italian, is 
also in the hospital with a crushed. fvot. 
He is expected to recover. Nelson M 
Varney of Sandy Hill had his right hand 
and arm crushed and received internal 
injuries. He was taken to the home of 
lis brother, Dr. Varney. 

About a dozen other passengers were 
badly shaken. They were treated by the 
doctors of the town at the wreck, and did 
not go to the hospital. One man, whose 
name could not be learned, had a narrow 
escape. He was standing on the rear 
platform of the Rutland train when he 
saw the Montreal Express round the cor- 
ner and make for his car. He jumped 
just in time. 

Mr. Peabody was in the car that was 
telescoped, and was only a seat or two 
from those that were destroyed. He re- 
ceived a few bruises on the legs, but was 
otherwise uninjured. He remained over 
night in Saratoga Springs in accordance 
with the plans he had already formed. 


DEAL WITH STANDARD OIL. 


Hadley Reported to be Willing to Let 
Rockefeller Alone, on Conditions. 


A. J. Eddy of Chicago was registered at 
the Waldorf-Astoria last night.

J.” At 10 o'clock inquiry developed that 
Mr. Eddy was not in his room, nor could 
he be found in the corridors. Half an 
hour later the clerk in charge of the} 
information desk denied that any Mr. Ea-| 
dy was a guest of the hotel. 

Alfred D. Eddy of Chicago, general 
counsel for the Standard Ol interests in 
the West, stayed at the Waldorf-Astoria 
when he attended the New York hearing 
in the suit instituted against the company 
and its offshoots by Attorney General 
Hadley of Missouri. 

A report came last night from the West 
that Alfred D. Eddy was on his way to 
New York to arrange a compromise by 
which John D. Rockefeller would be freed 
from process servers provided certain oth- 
er witnesses answered the questions put 
to them. Henry Wollman, counsel for At- 
torney General Hadley, said he had not 
heard of it. Mr. Eddy’s negotiations, how- 
ever, would not necessarily be through 
Mr. Wollman if he has already reached an 
understanding with Attorney General 
Hadley. His business In New York would 
be to see the Standard Oil officials whose 
testimony is wanted. 


SAVED CAPTAIN AND CREW. 


A February Gale Wrecked the Coast- 
Ing Schooner Eliza J. Pendleton. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., March 7.—Capt. 
Henry Dodge of Portland, Me., and eight 
men, the crew of the schooner Eliza J. 
Pendleton, owned by Pendleton Broth- 
ers, New York, were put ashore at Eliz- 
abethport to-day by the schooner Anna R. 
Bishop, and told of the suffering they 
underwent after being wrecked. The 
crew re rescued from the Pendleton 200 
miles southeast of Fire Island on March 
2, after being nearly four days without 
food or water. 

The Pendleton was on her way from 
Georgetown, 8S. C., to Bridgeport, Conn., 
with a cargo of lumber when she was 
struck by @ gale on Feb. 27. For hours 
she withstood the blow, but late that day 
it seemed as if she had burst, so fast did 
the water pour into her. 

Capt. Dodge was struck by a wave, 
hurled against a piece of lumber on deck 
and severely injured. Toward evening on 
March 2 the Bishop sighted the Pendle- 
ton, then almost completely submerged. 
A boat was launched and manned by 
the steward, Howard Nelson, and two 
sailors, who rowed alongside at the risk 
of their lives. 

Capt. Dodge, suffering from his injury, 
had to be helped aboard. So had the 
negro cook and the mate, who had tem- 
porarily lost his mind from the privations 
he had endured. The vessel had been pre- 
vented from sinking by her cargo of lum- 
ber. When abandoned on March 2 she 
was still afloat.

CITY FERRY LOSING MONEY. 


Bensel Attributes the Shortage En- 


tirely to the Elements. 


Dock Commissioner Bensel yesterday

Ferry had been, so far, a big loss to 
the city. 

“The loss on the boats,”” he declared, 
“is entirely due to the elements. It must 
be remembered that they are the largest 
boats on the river, and run at the great- 
est speed.

BRIDGE TRAFFIC BLOCKED. 


Twenty-Minute Tie-Up Follows Trolley 
Accident—Steel Plilar Bent. 


Half a dozen passengers, among them 
two women, escaped with a shaking up 
at 9:30 o'clock last night when Trolley 
Car No. 2,763 of the Bergen Street line 
smashed into the inner structure of the 
Brooklyn Bridge. The car lay across the 
tracks about 100 feet from the Manhat- 
tan terminal and blocked the entire road- 
way so that all traffic was suspended for 
twenty minutes. Finally the car was 
‘*jacked up” and placed on the tracks 
again. . 

One of the iron columns was bent by the 
force of the blow, and several pieces of 
iron rods which act as braces for the 
structure were broken.

Her Open Move in Support of France

BERLIN, March 7.—Intense indigha« 
tion and mortification are manifested 
here at Russia's action in throwing off 
her attitude of reserve and standing 
squarely by the side of her ally with 
the proposition that the control of the 
force for policing Morocco shall be in- 
trusted to France and Spain jointly. 
This with Great Britain’s intention, 
made unmistakable from the first, of 
throwing in her lot with France should 
the quarrel be forced to the arbitra- 
ment of arms, has compelled general 
recognition of the fact that the game 
is up, that no more concessions can be 
obtained, and that Germany must now, 
show her hand and back down. 

At least some such reserve as that 
shown by the United States was ex- 
pected from Russia after the support 
given to her by Germany during her 
disastrous war with Japan. Ingratitude 
is talked of, and this, it is bitterly com- 
mented, is what the Kaiser gets for al- 
lowing Germans to be ill-treated on the 
Russian frontier and for Germany’s 
kow-towing generally. 

Much sympathy is expressed that the 
brilliant career of von Radowitz, who 
is one of Germany’s best diplomats, 
should be spoiled by this Morocco 


fiasco. Some profess to believe that 


Russia’s opposition is as much against 
Radowitz as against Germany. It was 
through Russian influence that he was 
removed as Minister at Constantinople,

BERLIN, March 7.—The experience 
of eight weeks at Algeciras appears to 
have convinced the German Govern- 
ment that the moment has arrived for 
taking in sail, since the conference has 
determined that if it is to continue its 
deliberations it will discuss the bank 
question and police question pari passu. 

The directors of German foreign pol- 
icy seem to have arrived at the con- 
clusion that no more concessions are 
to be obtained unless the German dele- 
gates practically acquiesce in the 
French scheme of organization of the 
police. 

In the business world the reports to 
this effect were received to-day with 
great relief, and a far mere hopeful 
spirit prevailed in commercial circles. 

It is noteworthy that the improved 
prospect of a settlement at Algeciras 
was accompanied by rumors of the im- 
pending resignation of Count von 
Biilow. These reports, it need hardly 
be added, have no foundation, since the 
Emperor has been too closely identified 
with the policy adopted on the recom- 
mendation of his various advisers to 
make the Imperial Chancellor person- 
ally responsible for what some regard 
as a fiasco. 


BERLIN, March 7.—Private conversa- 
tions between the German and French 
envoys at Algeciras have brought them 
almost to an agreement on the Moroccan 
police controversy, so near, indeed, that 
the Foreign Office here regards a satis- 
factory issue of the conference as as 
sured, 

Germany, it is understood, accepts 
France and Spain as having the officers 
best fitted for policing Morocco, and 
France accepts international control In 
principle; undertaking to supply adequate 
guarantees that the police shall not be 
national in character.

ELEVATOR TRUST SUED. 


Action Brought Against 31 Concerns for 


Violation of Anti-Trust Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—It was an- 
nounced by the Department of Justice to- 
night that an anti-trust suit had been 
brought in San Francisco by the Govern- 
ment against thirty-one elevator concerns, 
including the Otis Elevator Company. The 
department issued a statement declaring 
that: 

“The companies named as defendants 
comprise the principal elevator companies 
of the United States, but the operations 
specificially complained of have been car- 
ried on mainly in California and the 
States and Territories west of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

“It is charged that these companies 
make and sell at least 80 per cent. of all 
of the elevators used in that territory, 
and that they have entered into a combi- 
retion among themselves to control and 
enhance the prices at which elevators are 
sold. 

‘That in order to make the combina- 
tion effective the Otis Elevator Company 
has acquired the whole or a majority in- 


terest in the businesses of all the other 
defendants, although said defendants are 
still being operated as apparently separ- 
ate and independent concerns. 

“The bill prays that the defendants be 
perpersally enjoined from carrying out 
heir illegal combination and from further 
agreeing and combining together to con- 
trol the trade and commerce in elevators 
and to deprive the people of the several 
States in the United States of the benefit 
in rates and prices derived from free and 


unrestrained competition in said business.”’

The Superintendent of the hospital said 
afterward that 1t was a very remarkable 
case, but that it would have been more 
remarkable had the blindness been due 
to kidney trouble. 


GAVE UP, CALLED COWARDS. 


Japanese Transport Officers Neglected 
to Commit Suicide. 


VICTORIA, B. C., March 7.—The steam- 
er Kanagwa, from Japan, to-day furnished 
news that Lieut. Commander Mizoguchi 
and other officers of the transport Kin- 
shiu, sunk by the Russian Vladivostok 
squadron at the beginning of the war, are 
Undergoing trial by court martial for al- 
leged cowardice in. surrendering. 

On the occasion of the disaster the War 
Department at’ Tokio tssued a bulletin 
that none of the soldiers on board was 
taken prisoners; that with the exception 
of the survivors who returned, all had 
been killed or had committed suicide. 
Extended accounts were,given in Jap- 
anese newspapers of how~ Lieut. Com- 
mander Mizoguchi and other officers com- 
mitted Lara-kiri, but with the return of 
these officers among the prisoners from 
Russia Japanese newspapers say they re- 
gret their sympathy. 

Lieut. Commander Mizoguchi said he 
and other officers went on board the Rus- 
sian vessels, when called to surrender, 
Lut the seamen refused to surrender, 
many committing suicide on the deck 
after firiag with rifles at the enemy, who 
torpedoed and sunk the transport. 

The prisoners included the crews of the 
sailing schooners Hokusei and Kole, which 
were seized by Russian cruisers. Among

This is the pecuniary 
side of the scandal. The other side is 
the inefficiency of the administration, the 
insolence of its employes, the cruel neg- 
lect of suffering animals, and the in- 
dubitable extravagance and wastefulness 
apparent everywhere in the operation of 
the society.” 

When Mr. Turnure finished speaking 
a swarthy gentleman of Oriental appear- 
ance arose in the first row of seats. 

‘“*I came from Persia,” he said. ‘* There 
we have a perfect autocracy. Yet in many 
ways we are more democratic than you. 
In many ways you are more autocratic 
than we. Such an extraordinary condition 
as a man elected by votes contriving by 
manipulating committees to hold a posi- 
tion in which he has made himself impos- 
sible against the protest of men and wo- 
men of culture like you could not possibly 
arise in Persia. The Shah, if only to save 
his own popularity, would have such a 
man removed.

“IT was walking with the Shah in the 
imperial gardens one day when a man 
came along driving a donkey that stag- 
gered under its load. My imperial master 
said to me: ‘Go and prod that man with 


your sword.’ I obeyed gladly. I prodded 
him good and hard, and when he com- 
lained the Shah ordered the donkey un- 
oaded and the burden put on the shoul- 
ders of the owner. 

**Tt's a good thing you are not in 
Europe or America, or you would be 
cast into a dungeon for life for over- 
working your beast,’ said the Shah stern- 
ly to the driver.”

AFTER THE SPITTERS AGAIN. 


Seven Arrests Were Made Last Night 
at the Theatres. 


The Board of Health has revived its 
campaign against violators of the section 
of the Sanitary Code forbidding spitting 
jin the theatres and similar public places. 
Five men were aetailed last night to ar- 
rest offenders at the Majestic, the Be- 
| lasco, the Victoria, and Circle Theatres 
and the Colonial Music Hall. Before the 
shows at these houses were over they 
| had landed seven prisoners at the West 
| Forty-seventh Street Station. 

The first man arrested was “ Buster 
|Jim’’ Hatch, the negro footman at the 
| Majestic. While he was arguing the 
matter with the Sergeant at the station 
house Charles H. Moore, a Kentucky 
broker, was brought in. 

“Why,” said he, “I had just bought a 
ticket at the box office at the Victoria, 
and as I walked away I bit the end off 
my cigar and spat it out. Then I was 
nabbed. How much for bail? Five hun- 
dred dollars? Here she is.”’ 

None of the other prisoners were able 
to avoid a brief stay in cells, but friends 
comes to the rescue of all of them sooner 
or later. 

At the Victoria Theatre, where most of 
the arrests were made, William Ham- 
merstein, son of Oscar Hammerstein, was 
in the lobby. When he saw: what was 
| being done he sent men through the lobby 
and to the sidewalk warning all patrons 
of the house not to spit. His warning 
probably saved many from arrest. 
Complaints of spitting In Third Avenue 
elevated trains are coming to the Health 
Department by the score.” As a result the 
authorities have decided to arrest every- 
body on that particular line who is de- 
tected disobeying the ordinance which 
forbids spitting.

PUSHCART MEN REJOICE 
OVER A GRAND VICTORY 


The Police Must Take the Carts 
as Bail Hereafter. 


A PAEAN OF JOY GOES UP 


And Six Kegs of Celebration Go Down 
—More Rejoicing When McClellan 
Signs Harawitz’s Bill.

Down on the east side, under the bridge, 
Trod by ten thousand feet, 

There is rejoicing trom Pitt Street to Ridge, 
Down where the pushecurt men meet. 
Assemblyman Harawitz got though his bill 
Peddlers to keep out of jail; 

Now, ff arrested, all they need do 

Is put in their pushcarts for bail. 


This was the song that the 
men sang last night under the arches of 


the Williamsburg Bridge. They also sang 


songs of gladness in Yiddish, for Assem-} 


blyman “ Abe "’ Harawitz had telegraphed 
from Albany that his bill had passed the 
Assembly and would become a law as 
soon as Mayor McClellan signed it. 

The pushcart men started in at once to 
celebrate. They marched in a throng to 
their hall in Forsyth Street, and after 
passing resolutions thanking the Assem- 
| blyman from ‘‘ de Ate”’ for his good ‘work 
| in their behalf appointed a committee of 
600 to call on the Mayor and ask him to 
sign the bill. 

After the committee, consisting of sixty 
men from each of the ten pushcart organ- 
izations, had been appointed speeches 
were made declaring that Assemblyman 
Harawitz was “all right.’’ Then they sang 
songs of gladness, and each man in the 
pee chipped in 10 cents for celebration 
| money. In this way they raised enough 
money to buy six kegs of celebration with 
froth on it. Dancing and parading about 
the hall, the pushecart men declared that 
the new measure would: bring peace to 
their families, as in the future when a 
peddler is arrested his wife would not be 
compelled to sit up all night weeping for 
him while he remained in a police station 
cell. The bill, which now only needs the 
signature of the Mayor to make it a law, 
provides that the police and the Magis- 
trates must accept a peddler’s pushcart as 
security for appearance in court if the 
peddler is arrested. The amended law will 
also say: 

If the person so arrested shall fall to appear 
in answer to such a charge, such pushcart, 
if any, shall be disposed of under the direc- 
tion of such court or Magistrate at public sale 
and the proceeds disposed of in the same man- 
ner as other fines collected by the court or 
Magistrate before whom such person is required 
to appear. 

As the arrests of peddlers for ordinance 
violations often number as many as fifty 
in a single day in the Essex Market Court 
alone, the Magistrate who sits there when 
the new law. goes into effect will certain- 
ly have his hands full in taking care of 
security. 

One of the Magistrates said last night 
that the city would probably have to build 
a pusheart garage for the ‘fish automo- 
biles,”” as the police call the pushcarts. 
Very few of the east side peddlers own 
the carts from which they peddle their 
merchandise. There are sixty-two push- 
cart headquarters where the carts are 
now hired by peddlers who pay 25 cents 
a day rental for them. 

As the fines imposed by the Magis- 
trate usually amount to a dollar or 
more the peddlers, it was said, might 
find it convenient to forfeit bail, which 
they can easily obtain for twenty-five 
cents. This phase of the situation caused 
much sorrow last night among the men 
who thake it a business to let out push 
carts by the day. But the pushcart men 
were happy, and they declared that in 
addition to the committee of 600 that 
will wait on the Mayor 3,000 other ped- 
dlers would _march to the City Hall on

than a quart of water which he had taken 
on board with him, when he decided that 
the United States would be a fine country 
to live in, 

Yesterday the Italian, a fine looking 
fellow of the Ne&politan type, was almost 
crazed with a desire to smoke, and his 
cries for a cigarette could be heard all 
over the ship. On his knees he besought 
every one who approached the compart- 
ment where he was imprisoned for just 
one cigarette, and when the officers re- 
fused to give him one his grief was great. 

* Just one, please, Mr. Officer,” he 
said, ‘‘or I die for the want of it. Just a 
| puff or two and then I'll throw it away. 
I promise not to let it burn long, and I 
swear harm will not come to the ship. 
Just one, please Mr. Officer, just one 
little cigarette and I will be so happy.” 

It is against the rules of the line for| 
| persons to smoke in the place where 
| Alfredo was confined, and the officers 
|had no alternative but to refuse his re- 
quest. Later in the day Guido was taken

Trusted and trust- 
worthy advisers told him that the only 
method of avoiding those dangers was 
to admit the nation to participation in 
itg-own councils. But when this ad- 
mission had done its work in quieting 
Russia, there were, of course, not 
wanting products of the old state of 
things to protest against the new. 
Of course they argued that the Czar 
could now “afford” to break his 
‘word, though they did not put it in 
that way, but only undertook to show 
him how he could “retract” in de- 
tail much of what he had granted in 
the Jump. Doubtless the latest mani- 
festo and ukases are the result of 
this reactionary counseling. 

All the same, they do not amount to 
much. ‘“ Revolutions never go back- 
ward.” And, they are not 
too unreasonable in themselves. That 
the assent of both houses is necessary 
to send a measure up for executive 
sanction is of the most 
advanced Governments. That a veto 
kills a bill for the session in which it 
is introduced may be 
reasonable safeguard against cabal and 
faction.

But if the own- 
ers of the road called upon him for divi- 
dends he would be in a bad fix. As the 
bill thus amended would authorize the 
Commission to take away from the 
owners of railroads the full value of 
their property with the exception of in- 
terest-bearing securities, it would be 
unconstitutional and void from the be- 
ginning.

TRADES UNIONS AND VIOLENCE.

On the 
other hand, what are they doing really 
to detect and punish any members of 
their union whose misguided zeal may 
lead them to illegal acts? It is well 
known that the means at their disposal 
for such purposes are unusually effect- 
ive, if they choose to employ them. 
They have intimate acquaintance with 
all their members, or can have. Not 
one of these can do anything hurtful 
to the union without being promptly 
brought to account for it. The disci- 
pline of the union is strict and complete, 
and the machinery by which it is main- 
tained is very ingenious and trust- 
worthy. What use is made of it to de- 
tect, prevent, or punish violations of the 
law or of the rights of non‘union work- 
men? So far as is known, so far as the 
officers of the union have informed the 
public, absolutely nothing. 

The spirit of the Housesmiths’ Union, 
and, we regret to say, the spirit of most 
of the unions, is in effect lawless. Oc- 
casionally it happens that the unions 
take special pains to see that the law is 
obeyed, and they deserve praise when 
they do so, but the cases are highly ex- 
ceptional. There is practically no ef- 
fective desire among the unions to de- 
fend the law, no affirmative action to 
prevent its violation. It is the gravest 
evil connected with them. It flows nat- 
urally enough from the underlying 
false notion of the unions that their 
members are entitled to a monopoly of 
employment. We are in no sense enemies 
of the trades unions; we believe that 
they have, with all their faults, accom- 
plished excellent results, and that they 
can do much that is useful in the future 
in the way of securing better terms for 
workers who earn them. But every case 
of indifference or worse toward the 
rights of others, especially every case 
of violence, weakens them for their le- 
gitimate uses and invites hostile or- 
ganization to oppose them. Quite apart 
from that consideration is the fact that 
| this is a law-respecting and law-abid- 
ing Nation, and any class that under- 
takes to defy the law is bound in the 
long run to suffer the penalty. The 
longer the imposition of the penalty is 
deferred, the more severe will be its 
application when the patience of the 
people is exhausted.

The People’s Institute is understood 
to be a forum and arena for the lower 
|east siders. Thither they resort on Sun- 
day evenings for many reasons. One 
of these reasons, doubtless, is that the 
meeting relieves the monotony of life 
on the lower east side. Perhaps the 
most compelling reason is that it is 
cheap. But, as the negro preacher 
said, on a famous interrogation: ‘‘ Such 
questions as that,would upset any sys- 
tem of theology.” 

It does not follow that the question 
is as unanswerable as the questioner 
assumed. Perhaps the questioner had 
already some houses and lots to sell in 
some presumably squalid suburb, and 
was not the altruistical philosopher he 
appeared. Perhaps he was one of the 
owners of farm lands at the other end 
of the Blackwell's Island Bridge, who 
are dividing their farm lands into 
building lots in anticipation of the 
completion of that work, and already, 
it seems, in the prices they are asking 
for their holdings, discounting the com- 
pletion of that bridge, and rather more, 
and thereby furnishing arguments spe- 
cious, if not cogent, to the followers of 
the late HENRY GEORGE. 

The plain fact is that if the discon- 
tented workers in the great centres 
chose to go “out into the country” 
and till the soil, the questions the Peo- 
ple’s Institute exists to agitate and dis- 
cuss would not arise at all. The words 
of the old song of two generations ago 
are still true, “Uncle Sam is rich 
enough to give us all a farm.” In truth 
TIncle Sam's domain is nearly exhaust- 
ed. But there are many hundreds of 
square miles in New England, perfectly 
open to be worked “on shares” by any 
agriculturist, with the certainty of a 
frugal support for himself and his fam- 
ily, and with better surroundings, in 
many respects, than he can command 
in an east side slum. Why does not 
the east sider go there? 

The real answer is that he is not 
that kind of person. Either he is un- 
interested in agricultural pursuits, and 
knows no way of getting his living but 
by traffic, ke the east side Jew, or he 


| 


is a worker for wages, having in view 
the saving of enough of his wages to 
enable him to return to his own coun- 
try and spend the rest of his days in 
agriculture among congenial surround- 
ings, like the east side Italian. But in 
neither case would it be fair to say 
that his chief complaint of his actual 
surroundings is that they are ‘“‘ monot- 
onous.” The stentorian commuter who 
imputed that complaint to him is either 
ill-informed or disingenuous. In fact, 
his objection to suburban, and still 
more to rural, residence is precisely 
that it is more monotonous than the 
crowded, unwholesome, squalid envi- 
‘ronment of the lower east side, in 
which, nevertheless, he does find hu- 
man companionship, and which he 
does find eventful and exciting. So 
long as he works for wages, so long he 
must live within accessible distance of 
his work. If he be a trafficker, it is 
plain that he cannot peddle shoelaces 
to advantage in Astoria or Weehaw- 
ken. And, in either case, it is pre- 
cisely the monotony of those places of 
residence, in spite of the possibilities 
of a “front yard” and a garden patch, 
which depresses him, and makes him 
resolve rather to stick to the ills he 
has, with a Sunday evening off at the 
Cooper Union, and week-day evenings 
at such other resorts as are open to 
him, than to fly to others that he 
knows not of, but that he justly appre- 
hends, in the “‘monotonous” suburbs 
within his scope of commutation,

For this device is not only 
simple and inexpensive, but it is almost 
diabolically well calculated both to in- 
flict no end of pain on good automobDilists 
as well as bad ones and at the same time 
to appeal to other folks al no less humor- 
ous than effective. What the Chatham- 
ites purpose is to construct all their cross- 
walks in such a manner that their tops 
will be some five inches above the general 
road level, but with a slope of cobble- 
stones on each side with such a delicate 
adjustment of the inclination that a slow- 
ly moving automobile can pass with only 
a gentle oscillation of its occupants, 
while those going at speed will leap wild- 
ly into the air and be likely to come 
down with a vehemence disastrous to 
more than nerves. The Chatham cross- 
walks will be, in short, a reversal of} 
what are, or used to be, called “ thank- 
ye-ma’ams"’ in New England and were 
the terrors of the Winter roads. That 
they would be extremely efficient as 
speed regulators cannot be doubted for a 
moment, and human nature, alas! is such 
that many could watch with an interest 
not altogether sorrowful the unpremedi- 
tated postures which would be assumed 
by all automobilists who in ignorance or 
forgetfulness might attempt to pass 
along the Chatham roads at their ac- 
customed velocity.

this week, was only one of many for the 
enlargement of the military establish- 
ment—part of the plot concocted by the 
wicked General Staff for reducing the 
civilian population of the country to a 
bondage tn which all their energies would 
be devoted to the maintenance of an enor- 
mous army. How little the Senator knows 
about the emotions with which most of 
our older officers regard the efforts of 
those who would put the Medical Service 
in a state of efficiency approaching that 
of Japan's! And he seems to think that 
our present system of caring for the 
army's health needs changing .only as 
preparation for competition with the great 
armaments of Europe! For even a mem- 
ber of the Senate to express such opin- 
ions he must have been at most laborious 
pains. to keep himself uninformed on the 
subjects he discusses. As a matter of 
fact, though we have army surgeons at 
least as competent as those of Japan, we 
are not utilizing their ability to anything 
like its full extent, and, even if our 
army were never to be called upon for 
the performance of harder tasks than 
those of the last ten years, the need for 
both the enlargement and the reforma- 
tion of the Medical Service is urgent. 
And the reformation is even more to be 
desired than the enlargement. If Sena- 
tor HALE and those like him would only 
permit, or rather compel, the adoption of 
a system under which our army surgeons 
could do for our soldiers what those of 
Japan did for theirs—with no very visible 
diminution of their military value—the 
increase of numbers might easily wait a 
while. With increase of authority alone, 
and a more enlightened understanding on 
the part of the line officers of what 
the surgeons should do and where they 
should do it, the most important of the 
reforms desired would be attained.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On returning to town after a short aD- 
sence, I have had my attention called 
to the remarkable revelation which ap- 
pears to have been made by the Rev. 
Madison C. Peters of certain feminine 
excesses at a recent social function, 4 
“luncheon,” in thjs city. On that occa- 
sion, it would appear, twenty-four young 
women, presumably of the upper class, 
consumed collectively much wine and 
many cigarettes; the bibbers, in bulk, be- 
ing credited with the absorption of thirty- 
seven bottles of champagne—a little over | 
one and one-half bottles per young wo- 
man—while, incidentally, the fifteen mem- 
bers of the hilarious gathering, to whom | 
alone are ascribed nicotian proclivities, 
are said to have smoked over five cigar- 
ettes apiece. 

As one whois deeply interested in the cause 
of true temperance, I mustexpress my great 
regret that a clerical gentleman of Mr.

GULL FLEET ATTACKS 
CENTRAL PARK ENEMY 


Birds Routed from Reservoir in 
a Brisk Engagement. 


BUT THEY SOON COME BACK 


Discouraging to Have to Fight Water 
Pollution with Blank Cartridges, 
but S. P. C. A. Wills It 


The Gull Fleet of the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas, and Electricity was 
put in commission yesterday under gen- 
eral orders issued by Commodore William 
B. Ellison. Sailing from the northern end 
of the Central Park Reservoir, it attacked 
a large flock of the enemy, which has 
been in Winter quarters there, and forced 
it to retreat. There was no loss of life, 
but the sound of heavy firing attracted 
the attention of many Park visitors, who 
watched the flight of the gulls with in- 
terest. 

The fleet consists of a single boat. It 
carries an armament of a 12-bore, double- 
barreled shotgun and is manned by an 
expert, who wages war under Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
rules. His ammunition consists of blank 
cartridges, and his aim is to make enough 
noise to frighten the gulls to other waters. 

To drop naval metaphors, the Water De- 
partment, with the coming of Spring, has 
discontinued the gull patrol which worked 
afoot during the season when the reser- 
voir was ice covered and impossible of 
navigation, and has replaced it with a 
guard which can operate afloat. There is 
no more favorite resting place for the 
thousands of gulls which make excursions 
from coast waters to those inland than 
the main reservoir in Central Park. They 
enjoy there immunity from hunters and 
pick up light fish luncheons, Often in the 
Winter the ice is fairly covered with the 
birds. 

Their presence has caused many com- 
plaints from persons whose homes are

“The Water Department would gladly 
give a medal to any One who would solve 
the gull problem,”’ said John E. McKay, 
principal assistant to the chief engineer 
of the Water Department, yesterday.

“You never heard such a commotion as 
was raised when we went after the birds 
in earnest. Hundreds of women wrote 
letters denouncing the cruelty of shoot- 
ing the innocent birds, and the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
threatened all manner of legal proceed- 
ings. The best we can do now is 
to seare the birds away by bloodless 
means, and the way they give the watch- 
man the laugh is a shame.” 

Willis Holly, Secretary of the Park De- 
partment, and Jake Snyder, the chief 
keeper of the Zoo, have collaborated in an 
attempt to discover some bird of prey 
which is the natural enemy of the gull, 
to the end of. domesticating a few ot 
them and appointing them _ reservoir 
guardians, but so far their researches 


have been in vain. 
“Tt is a great mistake to assert that 


gulls are gullible,’’ said Mr. Holly, yes- 
terday. ‘As a matter of fact they have 
us nailed to the mast in the fight we are 
trying to put up against them, and it 
looks as if they will make headquarters 
at the reservoir as long as they see fit.’

In the ‘Low administration, when the 
Sanitary Code was revised, the section White and Fancy > 
which required all furnaces to bel OO 
equipped with smoke-consuming appli- 
ences was left out. It was the general 
| opinion yesterday that it should be re- 
instated in the Sanitary Code with the 
least possible délay, 

There was a decided difference of opin- 
ion among the members of the board as 
to what course should be pursued, but 
none would tell about the argument aft- 
erward. The final decision was unani- 
mous. 

“‘T am very anxious to stop the nul- 
sance of smoke hovering over the city,” 
| said Dr. Darlington, ‘‘ just as anxious as 
fanybody. I am going to do all I can to 
[have the law enforced. We cannot say 
that a man shall burn hard coal or soft 
coal in his factory. It would be against 
“he Constitution to tell any man that he 
could not use a certain sort of fuel. But 
we can order that he does not create a 
nuisance, and we can punish him if he 
disobeys.”’ 

When smoke becomes a nuisance Is gen- 
erally determined by the policemen at- 
tached to the Department of Health. 
There are about sixty of these policemen. 
When a citizen complains that too much 
smoke ts pouring out of the chimneys in 
his neighborhood an officer of the sani- 
tary squad is gent out to investigate. 

Of course there are regular sanitary 
| Inspectors in the department, but their 
|services are needed for examinations that 
require more technical knowlédge than 
does an examination of smoke in the sky. 
It is considered that a policeman 
is good enough for that. Besides, 
there are not néarly enough reg- 
ular sanitary Inspectors to go around, 
and if their attention was depended upon 
to keep the skies visible, New York might 
be another Pittsburg to-day. 

When a citizen complains of smoke and 
the sanitary squad policeman, on exami- 
nation, reports that the smoke has 
reached such a density and volume that 
it is a nuisance, then the department is- 
sues an order to the owner of the builld- 
| ing to reduce the volume of smoke. If 
|he refuses then he can be arrested and 
ltried before a Judge in Special Sessions.
